Lisa Stevens: a legacy of love 


Cancer struck Boyne City hard again last week, when 
it claimed the life of Lisa Stevens, mother of Tom, 13, 
and Andrew, 8, and wife of Harold “Buck” Stevens. 

But Lisa was so much to so many, wife, mother, daugh- 
ter, sister, niece, and best friend. The day after her fu- 
neral, several friends and family members sat around the 
welcoming table of Mary Kay Hennessy, Lisa’s mom, 
and talked about Lisa. She was a tireless shopper, a sports 
fan, a beloved hairdresser and confidant, a steadfast ad- 
vocate-for her children. She never missed a game, Buck 
said, if she could get out of bed and sit in the car. 

“Sometimes she felt too sick to get out the car, but she'd 
sit there, beeping the horn,” he said. She made him prom- 
ise, when she was diagnosed with liver cancer 16 months 
before she died, that no matter how sick she got, they 
would keep it as normal as possible for the kids. He kept 
the promise, exactly as she would have wanted it, even 
taking Andrew to Pop Warner football practice the day 
that she died. 

Christened “Weezy Jo” by her father when she was 
still a baby, Lisa was a strong person with a personality 
that lived up to the nickname. Her house was always open 
to children (“More open than I would’ ve liked it,” Buck 
said in mock dismay, but Lisa's friends and family coun- 
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tered, “We liked it, Buck.”) She was, according to her 
sister, Michelle Barber, an “adored favorite aunt.” She 
was a cheek-tweaker, pinching childish checks and say- 
ing, “I could just kiss that face off,” — sometimes through 
clenched teeth, her friends said. 

“Maybe that kept her from getting mad,” someone sug- 
gested, and they all laughed at the memory of those grit- 
ted teeth, and the child who simply felt the love the words 
conveyed. 

“She had exquisite beauty,’ said Wendy Bruneel, aclose 
friend. “And it was —- exquisite. She never knew that. 
She always worried more about her hips.” 

“She walked moring, noon and night, four or five 
miles ata time,” said friend Barb Brooks, a frequent walk- 
ing partner. Once they walked late at night in a snow- 
storm, and someone down the street saw them talking in 
the streetlight and called out. “Barb? Lisa? Go home — 
it’s late.” The walking stories abound: rolling down Ava- 
tanche in white sweats — accidentally. Finding walking 
shoes for an ill-equipped guest who happened to be visit- 
ing when it Was time for a walk. Buying the biggest wa- 
termelon she could find halfway through a walk — he-

Boyne holds hearing on Waterfront 


There was a public hearing last week to get input on 
the Boyne City Waterfront Master Plan, a part of the Plan- 
It Boyne project now underway, that will include a fnas- 
ter plan for the city, Blueprint. Boyne City, of which the 
Waterfront Master Plan is an element. , 

The meeting was well attended, with more than 40 
community members present, and was conducted by Mark 
Robinson, a consultant hired by the city to formulate the 
waterfront plan. Community members were attentive to 
Robinson’s outline for the waterfront, which he presented 
notas an analysis, rather than proposals. 

“That will actually be the next step,” he said, saying 
that the public hearing was to receive the benefit of pub- 
lic opinion in creating future proposals. 

“Without good planning, we are going to get what we 
end up with,” according to city planner, Dan Reed, who 
is writing the Blueprint Boyne City. He told the‘audience 
that planning includes issues from strip malls, to big box 
stores, to national security, urban sprawl and infrastrac- 
ture issues. — 

Robinson began by eficouraging citizens to “interrupt

issues, possible redevelopment sites, lack of vegetation 
buffers on the water’s edge and the possibility of multi- 
use trails that connected the park systems, Boyne River, 


‘and the downtown area to the waterfront and parks. 


Reed said that the master plan, including the water- 
front plan, got a later start than expected, by the time. 
things were in order with the Department of Environ- 
mental Quality and the city budget, and that the city needs 
to move into plans and development fairly quickly. 

“The process is fine, but you’ve got to have product, 
too,” he said. There will be two more public hearings, 
with Robinson bringing recommendations back to the city 
sometime in mid-October, based on the input from last 
weck’s hearing. 

In writing Blueprint Boyne City, Reed is working with 
the Planning Commission, as well as a steering commit- 
tee, made up of concerned citizens. who have no formal 
association with the city. Reed calls these volunteers, who 
have shown an interest and want to be involved, “outside 
eyes,” He also has gone to service groups, school groups, 


_and others for input in the master plan. 


“Statutorily we only need one public hearing, but we 
want to get as much public input as. we can while we are 


* still going forward,” Reed said. He said that the master - 


plan is not too controversial a subject, however. “It’s what

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Mass media > 
is military’s 
worst enemy

Ibarely remember the Vietnam Conflict, I mean, as it 
was actually happening. It only seemed to be some kind 
of surreal blip in the memory of a child, mostly because 
of news reports I saw on television. 

Remarkably, growing up, I didn’t hear much about a 
conflict that claimed the lives of more than 58,000 
Americans and divided a country. The news reports faded 
and Vietnam really hadn't hit the history books by the 
time I graduated from high school. : 

But, being curious and having a love of military his- 
tory, that didn’t stop me from gleaning bits and pieces 
of America’s defeat. 

At first, it was confusing. We won most of the battles. 
We killed more of the enemy. Yet, we lost. 

That didn’t make sense — until now. 

In 1968, the combined forces of North Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong launched the infamous Tet Offensive. The 
attack on cities and military installations in South Viet- 
nam was hoped to trigger an uprising by the people of 
South Vietnam against a corrupt government and the 
imperialist United States. 

Sound familiar? 

But the Tet Offensive didn’t trigger a revolt. It didn’t 
lead to a military victory. 

In fact, despite catching our forces off guard, the Viet 
Cong ceased to exist as an effective military force after- 
wards. Our troops rallied and did exactly what they were 
trained to do — eliminate the enemy and regain any and 
all lost territory. We held our ground. 

But, while we should have been celebrating, the me- 
dia portrayed the Tet Offensive as a military blunder of 
catastrophic proportions and broadcast reported tired, 
bloody soldiers, stressed frorn days of intense fighting. 

Such reporting strengthened the resolve of anti-war 
protestors here in the U.S., since they had “proof” the 
government was lying and we were actually losing the 
war. More importantly, the reports and the psychologi- 
cal impact here strengthened the resolve of the North 
Vietnamese government, which then knew they didn’t 
have to defeat our soldiers in the field. As long as media 
kept broadcasting negative reports —. correct or not — 
USS. officials would eventually withdrawal the troops. 

Now, just for the sake of argument, imagine if the 
media did its job of providing balanced and fair report- 
ing. Imagine that the people here at home realized we 
had been hit with the enemy’s best shot, shook it off and 
hit them even harder. 

And imagine if Ho Chi Minh and his cronies realized 
that the American people actually knew the truth. There’s 
a possibility North Vietnam might have sought a nego- 
tiated peace sooner and more vigorously. That would 
have saved lives — on both sides. 

But it didn’t happen. 

And I’m not blaming the peace protestors. I'm not 
blaming the generals for not running to the media to 
declare victory. 

I’m blaming the media — both then and now. That’s 
right, I said now. 

Again, America finds itself in what is becoming a pro- 
tracted fight, “The War on Terror” and the ongoing fight 
against insurgents in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

At first, the media did — or seemingly tried — to do 
their jobs properly. We heard some of the good, some of 
the bad and then some of the ugly. 

But, now, the mass media has gone back to old hab- 
its, playing politics and choosing sides. Mostly, there's 
more news about another bombing, more soldiers dy- 
ing and images of Iraqi civilians mourning. 

Being a conspiracy nut, I have my theories as to why 
this is happening. Yes, it has to do with the “‘liberal” 
media and their grudge against President George W. 
Bush. 

The liberal heads of most mass media outlets couldn’t 
stop Bush in 2000. They couldn’t topple his re-election 
bid in 2004. 

But they’re hoping to diminish Bush’s legacy and 
make his second term as miserable as possible, hoping 
the political pendulum will swing to the left for the mid- 
term elections next year and clear the way for former 
first lady, now senator from New York, Hillary Clinton, 
to become the dominate political figure in 2008. 

The problem is the biased and misleading reporting is 
placing our troops in the crossfire — literally. 

Many networks and daily publications are spewing 
more propaganda than news, designed to push Bush and 
his supporters into a comer, while making various Demo- 
crats look as if only they can lead us from this quag- 
mire. (But don’t forget, even Sen. John Kerry voted to 
allow military action in Iraq, along with many other top 
Democrats.) 

All of this leads us away from answers and solutions, 
while we debate who’s right and who’s wrong.

If we lose the fight in Iraq or Afghanistan, don’t blame 
the military, especially the troops who step in harm’s 
way on a daily basis. They’ve done their jobs, 

But blame the mass media — again. That’s because 
the only objective reporting we might be privy to con- 
cerning this chapter of history will be in documentaries 
five or 10 years from now on the History Channel,

She was multi-faceted: a consummate 
shopper, and obstinately unwilling to pay 
full-price for anything, a lover of parties, 
including home parties, a generous and 
constant hostess, well-dressed, a lover of 
touch. 

“She would make total strangers rub her 
feet or tickle her arm. She loved to be 
touched -~ it didn’t matter where it was.” 
She was particular — for 18 years Buck 
did all the household laundry — to her 
exact specifications. She loved her car 
horn, laying on it, her friends said, whether 
it was appropriate or not. She was always 
late. Lisa loved vacations, and would goad 
the most timid person into riding the coast- 
ers, and then laugh at their fear until they 
Jaughed helplessly with her. 

When she did pay full price, on admis- 
sion to a theme park, for instance, she was

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works — making sure she got her money’s 
worth, and enjoying every minute of it. 

But there was a serious side to Lisa, too, 
besides the joy of life, family and friends. 

“She was quick with a smile and wit.

It has 
since been determined by the state that the now $35,000 
income limit will be used in this year's summer property tax 
collection. 
To qualify for the deferment under the new qualifying income 
limit, a resident must meet one or more of the following con- 
ditions as defined by the State Income Tax A ct: 
ts a totally and permanently disabled person, blind person, 
paraplegic, quadriplegic, eligible serviceperson, eligible vet- 
eran, or eligible widow or widower. 
* Is 62 years of age or older, including the un-remarried sur- 
viving spouse of a person who was 62 years of age or older 
at the time of death. 
Residents who believe they qualify under the new limit and 
wish to defer their summer property taxes can obtain an Ap- 
plication for Deferment of Summer Taxes from the City Trea- 
surer. Collection of the approved deferred taxes will be de- 
layed until the winter property taxes are due.

Boyne City wins battle of the Rambles, defeats McBain 23-13

The Boyne City varsity football team 
took a 14-0 first half lead and then held 
off a game McBain comeback in a see-saw 
second half to win the battle of the Ram- 
blers in McBain on Friday night, 23-13.

Ameel also had a 28 yard kick return in 
the game, while completing three of eight 
pass attempts for 67 yards. Voice added 
16 yards rushing on four carries. 

Two more Boyne City points came as 
Evan Conklin, Kruzel, Amee! and Brown 
combined to force a McBain safety to 
make it a 23-7 margin at the end of the 
third quarter. 

McBain cut the margin to 23-13 with six 
minutes to go, reaching the end zone for 
the touchdown, but the Ramblers failed to 
convert a two point conversion pass at- 
tempt.
